Remarks

Claims 1, 3-8, 13, 15 and 19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as allegedly 
being anticipated by Picture A and B. 

As noted above, applicant has amended claims 1 and 15 to include the subject 
matter of allowable claim 9. 

Applicants requests withdrawal of this rejection. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claim 2 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable 
over Pictures A and B in view of Anderson, U.S. Patent 2,765,554. 

Claims 14 and 16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Pictures A and B in view of Dunne, U.S. Patent 4,015,349. 

Claims 10, 11, 12, 17, 18, and 20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as allegedly 
being unpatentable over Picture A and B in view of Johnson, U.S. Patent 2,052,771 . 

As noted above, applicant has amended claims 1 and 15 to include the subject 
matter of allowable claim 9. 

Applicants requests withdrawal of this rejection. 
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The application is in condition for allowance. Timely notification of allowability is 
requested.
